Despite 
the fact the war was hopelessly 
lost, Mr. Davis bound the com- 
mittee to discuss no agreement 
which would not grant the Confed- 
eracy complete victory. 

Lincoln was willing, even eager, 
to find a way to peace. 

His position was that if the Con- 
federate proposal would begin 
with “union” he ld sign any- 
thing else. But sicphens could 
not make any such move, being 
limited by his instructions.

Collins is 
believed to favor local board au- 
tonomy but he has not yet been 
faced with that decision. 


Public Schools 


None of these governors. are 
integrationists. But none are will- 
ing to advocate any plan which 
would shut down the school sys- 
tems and throw the states into 
the midst of chaos and a break- 
down of public education.

South privately have talked as 
follows:

PARIS, Sept. 30 (UP)—The 
French National Assembly toppled 
the government of Premier Mau- 
rice Bourges-Maunoury tonight by 
rejecting his plan for home rule 
in Algeria. 

Defeat of the moderate Premier 
plunged France into its 23rd post- 
war political crisis. Bourges- 
Maunoury had survived in office 
less than four months. He took 
over as premier last June 12 with 
the smallest majority of any 
premier in 11 years. 

The assembly ,voted against his 
modified plan ot self-rule for re- 
bellious Algeria despite his last- 
minute plea for unity on the issue 
and a warning that France could 
not hold the North African ter- 
ritory by force of arms alone. 

After daylong debate, which be- 
gan at 9:30 a.m. (3:30 p.m. EST), 
the defeat of the 43-year-old Pre- 
mier was Announced at 11 p.m.

Knight said his car was swept 
off the highway and he swam until 
he could grab the lower limbs of 
a big tree. 

Before help arrived, he said, 
“My muscles soon started feeling 
like needles were stuck in them.” 
Peters said he clung to the top of 
his car until rescued. 

Five persons pulled from the 
flood scene were treated at a 
Quincy hospital for exposure. 

The Florida Power Corp. dam 
created a lake of 6,700 acres about 
23 miles southwest of Tallahassee 
near Hosford. State Highway 20 
from Tallahassee to Panama City 
is about a half mile below the 
dam. 

The floodwaters had been build- 
ing up in the dam from a week of 
almost constant rains. 

Released by a break, the surg- 
ing waters created a new lake 
below the dam and spread across 
the highway at a point near the 
Ocklockonee River Bridge, block- 


ing traffic.

1,000 Ailing 
At Gordon as 
Flu Spreads

About 1,000 soldiers at Ft. Gor- 
don, near Augusta, have been 


stricken in the last two weeks 
with a respiratory infection re- 
sembling influenza. 

However, whether the infection 
is flu of the Asian strain is un- 
determined, pending the outcome 
of laboratory tests at Ft. Mc- 
Pherson in Atlanta. 


LIKE ASIAN STAND 


Meanwhile, the State Health 
department in Atlanta said Mon- 
day that a respiratory infection 
resembling the Asian influenza 
had spread to three more Georgia 
schools. ; 

The department also said that 
the first cases of Asian influenza 
in Georgia—two students at Cave 
Spring—were confirmed by the 
Communicable Disease Center 
here. 

Since the otubreak at Ft. Gor- 
don two weeks ago, 960 patients 
have been hospitalized with a 
respiratory infection. Authorities 
said that none of the patients is 
in serious condition and few com- 
plications have arisen. 


DIPS AT POST NOW 


The infection is now on the 
decrease at the post, which has 
about 17,000 soldiers. Only 47 new 
patients were reported on Sunday, 
as compared to 93 on Saturday. 

In the new outbreaks reported 
by the State Health Dept., respir- 
atory infections have occurred in 
Negro schools in Valdosta, Eaton- 
ton and Darien. 

The two previous schools strick- 
en by the infection were in Mill- 
edgeville and the state School for 
the Deaf at Cave Spring.

U.S. News and World Report, a 
weekly news magazine, said in a 
copyrighted article that the inci- 
dent took place at the Sept. 14 
meeting between Eisenhower and 
Governor Faubus of Arkansas.

PERIODIC FLASHES 


The bulletin said: “It is pos- 
sible that some satellites will be 
fitted with pulse gas discharge 
lamps, which will periodically 
give out light flashes.” Such a 
light would ‘overcome one of the 
chief handicaps in visual observa- 
tion of the flying spheres. 

Without internal illumination 
they can be seen or photographed 
only during the twilight following! 
sunset and preceding sunrise. At} 
such times they will glow in sun- 
light against a partially dark- 
ened sky. Precision studies of the 
satellite orbits, through which it 
is hoped to learn the distribution 


of mass within the earth, depend 
on photographing the satellites 
against a panoply of stars. 

The light envisaged by Soviet 
scientists is similar to that used 
in electronic photo-flash outfits 
which use the same bulb many 
times. The fuel used in such il- 
lumination is one of the inert 
gases, such as argon or xenon. 


GAVE UP IDEA 


American scientists said they 
considered the possibility of using | 
such lights on the U.S. satellites. | 
They gave up the idea when they | 


calculated that, with the limited 
battery capacity of the satellites, 
the light could flash once a sec- 
ond for only a few hours. 

Sergi M. Poloskov told the dele- 
gates that the Soviet satellites 
would broadcast alternately on 
20.005 megacycles and 40.002 
megacycles. American scientists 
had until recently hoped that the 
Soviet Union would use the long- 
established 108 megacycle fre- 
quency of U.S. equipment.

Won’t Help Matters 


Gov. Marvin Griffin’s decision not to 
attend the conference of Southern gov- 
ernors with President Eisenhower today 
in Washington is a considerable disap- 
pointment to all those who had hoped 
the meeting would lead to concrete results 
in' easing the agonizing situation which 
confronts the South today. 

The governor previously had empha- 
sized his intention to go through with the 
conference even though, as he knew, the 
President had insisted on talking about 
aspects of the integration problem other 
than troops in Little Rock. We had 
thought this the proper course for Gov. 
Griffin or any other chief executive of a 
Southern state. 


For his short-term as well as long- 
range political future, the governor may 
have made hay. But there is every reason 
to doubt whether the decision serves 
either the short or long-range best in- 
terests of the state. It will create, of course, 
further national ill-will against us. 
Perhaps that does not matter as far as 
state politics is concerned, but it cer- 
tainly will not bring about a better cli- 
mate for understanding our problem or 
lead to sympathy for our position. 


It seems to us that the South should not 
miss any opportunities to present its case 
to President Eisenhower or the nation. It 
should keep its communications and con- 
tacts clear.so that understanding of the 
peculiar aspects of our problem may be 
sought. Surely every possible avenue for 
understanding should be explored in order 
that repetitions of Little Rock will not 
occur. 


To say that Georgia does not have the 
problem is an oversimplification. And the 
state surely has a responsibility to try to 
handle it in coordination with our neigh- 
bors. 


In refusing to recognize that Georgia 
is concerned, Gov. Griffin may have done 
the politically popular thing for himself. 
But if it brings a hardening of national 
public opinion against the South, it can be 
viewed only as a disservice to the state 
and to the entire region.

The Issues Are Clear 


In Teamsters’ Election 


The issues are crystal clear in the jock- 
eying for control of the mismanaged, 
strife-torn International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters at its Miami convention. 

If the union elects James R. Hoffa 
to the presidency it will face expulsion 
from the AFL-CIO and will be courting 
continuation of the scandal-ridden type 
of administration in which the discredited 
Dave Beck excelled. 

Hoffa’s opposition has a stable of an- 
nounced and would-be candidates cam- 
paigning on a platform to restore the 
reputation of the Teamsters and to keep 
the organization within the ranks of the 
parent union. Hoffa is watching gleefully 
for a split in the strength of his foes and 
is predicting his election on the first bal- 
lot. 

Both developments are- highly prob- 
able unless California’s John E. Shelley, 
who withdrew as a candidate, is able to 
solidify the opposition to Hoffa. 

The election itself is under a cloud. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals, in staying a 
lower court order prohibiting the ballot- 
ing on the grounds that delegates were 
chosen improperly, ruled it could proceed 
but. on condition that only delegates :se- 
lected in accordance with the Teamsters’ 
constitutidn may be seated at the conven- 
tion. Meanwhile, the effort to halt the 
election has gone to the Supreme Court. 

The sorry mess of corruption and 
charges of rigged elections have revealed 
the need for more stringent federal super- 
vision of union activities, especially in the 
fields of pension and welfare funds and 
elections. 

The Teamsters themselves can begin 
lifting themselves out of the bog in which 
Beck, Hoffa and company have placed 
the union or they can mire in deeper. 
The result, which will affect the reputa- 
tion of all organized labor, hinges on the 
Miami election.

Although comparative figures thus far 
this year are not available, Georgia last 
year ranked third in the nation in rate of 
increase in industrial and commercial 
firms. And the rate of failures compared 
to new businesses was only one out of 
every 318 operating. This ranks with one 
out of every 207 for the nation as a whole. 
There were 48,662 firms operating in the 
state at year’s end. 

The state’s 10 major lines of business 
last year produced an income of $4,200,- 
000,000—greater than that of 28 other 
states in the nation. Manufacturing led 
the field with $1,137,000,000, 

Diversification in farming has ousted 
cotton from its former place as the leading 
source of agricultural income. Again in 
1956 the broiler industry brought the larg- 
est return, with a total of $129;836,000, 
compared to $105,187,000 for cotton. 

In most lines, Georgia continues to 
narrow the differential in business and 
commercial activity with the national 
average. Let us hope that wise leader- 
ship will enable us to continue on that 
course,

Cartersville Citizen Says President Acted 
Within Rights in Quelling Little Rock Riots 


Cartersville — President Eisen- 
hower, in sending federal troops 
to Little Rock, acted within his 
constitutional powers and accord- 
ing to his oath as President. The 
U.S. Constitution makes the Pres- 
ident, “Commander in Chief of 
the Army and Navy of the United 
States, and of the Militia of the 
several States, when called into 
actual service of the United 
States.”” The Constitution makes 
it his duty to “take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed.” The 
constitutional oath requires that 
“the will, to the best of his ability, 
preserve, protect and defend the 
Constitution of the United 


States.” 


The Supreme Court says what 
that Constitution means and right 
or ‘it becomes the con- 
stitu law of the nation and 
all state laws must yield obedi- 
ence to that higher law. 

President Washington sent fed- 
eral soldiers to Pennsylvania 
(1793) to stop the “Whisky Tax 
Rebellion” against federal laws; 
President Cleveland (1894) sent 
federal troops to Chicago to stop 
“insurrection” and bloodshed in 
the Pullman strike. The gover- 
nors in the states directly affect- 
ed opposed federal troops, but 
these presidents exercised their 
oaths and constitutional powers. 
When the troops arrived upon the 
scenes they were armed and vio- 
lence ceased. 

If those presidents were right, 
tis President is right. 

The president of the United 
States is delegated by the people 
withgmore power than any other 
man on earth. The United States 
is the most powerful government 
on earth. For men or states to 
defy this power is foolhardy and 
treason.

Diplomat Stassen 
Wins Allies’ Praise 


LONDON—In the interests of fairness and 
accuracy Americans will be interested to know 
that Harold Stassen, as a cool, patient, poker- 


faced disarmament negotiator with the Russians, has a far higher 
rating here in Europe than the press generally has given him in 


Washington. 

The purpose of this report is 
to help keep the record straight 
on the work of President Eisen- 
hower’s disarmament specialist 
who may well have a brighter 
future as a diplomat than as a 
politician. 

I have talked with the profes- 
sionals in three capitals who sat 
with him and worked with him 
during the weary, frustra 
months of the London talks and 
their judgment is unanimous: 

That, with the possible excep- 
tion of Gen. Alfred Gruenther, 
who negotiated the four-power 
Austrian fmnilitary agreement,’ 
Stassen proved abler than any 
American official in dealing with 
the Soviets. 

That his distinctive contribu- 
tion was to keep his part of the 
discussions constantly construc- 
tive, at a high level of earnest- 
ness, and never to be drawn off 
into minor debating points. 

When I left Washington Stassen 
was being constantly _ belittled. 
Very few were willing to give him 
even a passing grade as a ne- 
gotiator. 

This view is not shared over 
here at all. 

One of the Allied negotiators 
appraised Stassen’s role this way 
in a conversation I had with him 
a few days ago: 

“Stassen never lost his head 
and never lost his temper. That 
was good. He never let the Soviet 
delegate successfully bait him 
and he kept the argument at the

high level of seriousness which 
the great issue of disarmament 
deserves. He never indulged in 
petty debate. He could sit and 
wait and let the Soviets talk 
themselves out better than most 
of us.” 

Then what of the point that 
Stassen took an over-rosy unreal- 
istic view of the prospects of 
agreement? 

The view of my informants was 
that this was ‘a completely sound 
and useful tactic, that when Stas- 
sen kept saying there were areas 


@f agreement between the West 


and the Soviets it was embarrass- 
ing for the Soviets to have to 
keep saying that there were no 
areas of agreement and that hav- 
ing adopted the tactic of negoti- 
ating with optimism he had sense 
enough to stay with it. 

I am not suggesting that Stas- 
sen can get a disarmament 
agreement out of the Russians if 
they do not want one. But 1 am 
reporting that in the view of 
those closest to the London talks 
Stassen has outstanding capabil- 
ities as a negotiator with the So- 
viets and that when and’ if Mos- 
cow is ever ready to.talk busi- 
ness. Stassen is one who can help 
make sure we get the best, hole- 
proof agreement. 

This leaves me with the con- 
clusion that it would be regret- 
table if we let domestic politics 
or any inner-administration jeal- 
ousy sidetrack Stassen when he 
can do a useful job.

GREENVILLE, Sept. 30—Luther C. (Sonny) Wells, 


under life sentence on a murder charge in three DeKalb | c 


County deaths growing out of an automobile collision, 
lost an eloquent but apparently legally misguided pitch 


for freedom here Monday. 

Superior Court Judge Samuel 
Boykin denied Wells’ petition for 
a writ of habeas corpus on the 
gro. ds that the issues he raised 
have been previously adjudicated. 

Wells, who was acclaimed by a 
national radio program as a hero 
in 1947 when he risked his life to 
save a dcs fiom the steep side of 
Stone Mountain, pleaded that he 
was “mentally ~ot present” at his 
trial in DeKalb Superior Court in 
March, 1953. 

“I can’t remember a_ thing 
about it, your honor!” he cried, 
standing before Judge Boykin. “‘A 
man can’t have a fair trial unless 
he’s in a mental condition to de- 
fend himself. I was having black- 
outs. I’ve read the minutes of the 
court a thousand times since I’ve 
been in jail, and some of the 
things they said there are just 
not true!”’ 

Judge Boykin, who listened to 
young Wells sympathetically, told 


‘him he could not reopen the case 


or its merits on his habeas corpus 
petition. 

“I know I’m going about this 
all wrong,” Wells said. “‘I’m just 
an ignorant man, But I think the 
laws of Georgia are the finest in 
the world and they were designed

You 
provide the gas, oil, cable charges 
and car and get the tourist rate 
of 10 rubles to the dollar. This 
reporter and his wife and one son 
made the journey in three after- 
noons.

The Road to Moscow Is Straight, 
Lonely and Open to U.S. Motorists 


automobile in this oe has 
been cut off from the st for 
almost a generation, is a little 
like the arrival of the circus in a 
small American town. The kids 
run along after you in the streets 
and when you stop you are im- 
mediately the center of a crowd. 


Soldiers and police joined the 
crowd, not to disperse it but to 
join in questioning about this 
strange new machine. How much 
did it cost? How long did a man 
have to work to buy one? How 
fast will it go? How many kilo- 
meters on a tank of gas? What 
were all those things on the dash- 
board—a radio? A button to make 
the car warm in winter? And one 
to make the top go up and dis- 
appear in the trunk? They were 


astonished and delighted—all ex- " 


cept the interpreter. 


EASY GOING 

Once on the open road the going 
is easy provided the car functions. 
Gas supply is the main problem. 
Between Brest-Litovsk and Mos- 
cow there are only five gasoline 
stations — at Ivatsevichf; Minsk, 
Smolensk, Izdeshkovo and 
Gzhatsk, and. the one at Iz- 
deshkovo was not open. 

So you carry reserves in metal 
cans. It is 54-octane gas, so a 
high compression engine has to 
be adjusted to use it. But all four 
American cars in the first wave 
got through without trouble. 


The first half of the journey 
traverses the eéntire width of 
Byelorussia. This is one of the 


ancient battlegrounds of Russian 
history. The Swedes have invaded 
it from the north. Napoleon and 
Hitler have overrun it. The Ger- 
mans have destroyed its cities. 
The Poles have dismembered it 
in the west and the Crimean Tar- 
tars have invaded it from the 
south. 


NEVER CONQUERED 


But the land has never feally 
been conquered—not even by the 
Soviets. It is too big. The west 
central part of Byelorussia which 
the road to Moscow crosses is a 
vast undulating plain flanked by 
unfenced fields as far as the eye 
can reach. It is like some of our 
open spaces beyond the Missis- 
sippi, only the problem here is not 
too little water but too much. 

Between the Bug River in the 
west and the Dneiper in the cen- 
ter of Byelorussia the Moscow 
road passes over vast bogs filled 
with peat, crosses great plains 
that nourish immense herds of 
cattle and cuts in a seemingly 
endless straight line through scrub 
forests of birch, oak, maple, lime, 
hornbeam and alder. 


The peasants use the Moscow 


road in a variéty of ways not con- 


nected with getting to Moscow. 
It is a refuge from the mud that 
is everywhere at this time of 
year. It is a platform out of the 
muck where they dry their grain. 
It is a way to. market and a

source of supplies that pass every 
few minutes in the big green and 
khaki collective farm trucks. 
These trucks are almost the 
only vehicles on the big road. Out 
on the open highway, away from 
the cities, this reporter counted 


only 33 private passenger cars in 
the 600-mile drive. Thus life on 
these cold, wet and windy prairies 
is not calculated to promote in- 
dolence. If one passes a hard 
road off the main highway in a 
hundred miles it is surprising. 
Farm machinery is clearly not 
abundant and yet the peasants 
seem strong and well nourished. 
Like people on the land at home, 
there is a good straight look on 
their faces and one gets the Im- 
pression that their preoccupation 
with John Foster Dulles is not 
overwhelming. 

Two official overnight stops are 
arranged on the journey. Even 
with the grain piled up on_ the 
highway it is possible to travel 
on the no speed limit highway at 
70 miles an hour, so one arrives 
in Minsk after a three or four- 
hour drive from Brest-Litovsk 
and at Smolensk fram Minsk in 
about the same number of hours.

The commissioner said state 
and federal agents destroyed 
Hagan’s still about 2% hours 
after the arrest. The opera- 
tion was located 12 miles from 
Thomaston. 

Williams said Harding and 
Federal Agent Donald E. Perry 
have been working on a bribery 
and conspiracy charge against 
Hagan for about five weeks. 

He said the’ agents destroyed 
two 5,000-gallon stills, 22 fer- 
menters containing 4,840 gallons 
of mash, and 65 gallons of moon- 
shine.

“It’s one of our greatest prob- 
lems,”’ said Dr. Sam Popejoy of 
Macon.

Dr. Popejoy said poor mouth 
hygiene, neglect and decay are 
the causes of loss of thé first 
set of teeth. If nothing is done 
dentally to keep the space caused 
by the lost tooth open, other teeth 
will “drift” and the second set 
of teeth can’t come in properly, 
he explained. 

One out of four children prob- 
ably has this trouble, he noted. 

Full sets of false teeth are on 
their way out, reported Dr. Paul 
Schluger, an associate professor 
at Columbia University of den- 


| tistry. 


Dr. Schluger said pyorrhea, the 
disease that usually causes the 
loss of teeth in those over 35 
years, is no longer considered un- 
curable. ““This disease is prevent- 
able and curable,’ he reported.

Previously, it was thought that 
the outbreak there—which in- 
volved only 14 students out of 
370—was merely a respiratory in- 
fection. However, test results re- 
leased Monday confirmed that 
they were Asian flu. 


There is still no positive method 
of estimating the total number of 
suspected Asian flu cases in 
Georgia.

Service nor the State Public 
Health Department keeps a com- 
pilation. 

A federal official said Monday 
that the Communicable Disease 
Center was more concerned with 
specific outbreaks and epidemics 
rather than total figures. 

However, at least 650 school 
children in the five schools have 
been stricken with a respiratory 
infection within the last three 
weeks.

After sorting the answers, the 
following plan emerged: 


Physical exercise must be en- 
couraged. The growing child 
thrives on running, climbing, 
jumping, skating, swimming, and 
other outdoor games. 

Mothers and fathers cooper- 
ate by making play as impor- 
tant as study. They provide 
facilities in the back yard, va-

and encourage the tot to use 


the park playground. Family 
participation in hikes and 


sports furnishes another body- 
building activity. 

Three well balanced meals a 
day, right from the start, will 
teach youngsters to enjoy good 
eating rather than depend for 
their nutritional demands upon 
haphazard snacks of pies, cakes, 
candies, and soft drinks. Strong 
bodies aid the development of 


strong minds. 

Emotional maturity is  nur- 
tured with love, affection, and a 
feeling of belonging—attributes 
that are provided in a happy 
home atmosphere. 

Iiiness and infections drain the 
strength and endurance of the 


‘child. Periodic checkups are im- 
portant, therefore, as well as the 
correction of physical defects. 


Sleep at regular hours re- 
duces fatigue and tension and 
increases resistance to infec- 
tions. 


The pampered child is less 
likely to develop strength, cour- 
age, and resourcefulness. Chil- 
dren who walk or cycle to school 
have better muscles than those 
who are driven in the family car. 
When class is dismissed, see that 
the youngster indulges in some 
kind of healthful activity out of 
doors.

After sparring around with inferior foes in the 
American League ring, the New York Yankees now 
appear evenly matched against the Braves from Mil- 
waukee in what has become an annual fall classic at 
the Stadium. 

The Braves, who beat off stern challenges by St. Louis, Brook- 
lyn and Cincinnati during various stages of the N.L. race, ulti- 
mately stampeded under the wire a winner by eight lengths. The

* loped into their 23rd Series by the 
same margin. 

In nine years, grizzly old Casey 
Stengel’s aristocratic crew has repre- 
sentéd the American League on eight 
occasions. Only the 1955 model Brook- 
lyn Dodgers were able to derail the 
perennial champs. 

It’s just another Series for the 
Yanks. It’s the Fourth of July, 
New Year’s Eve and Mardi Gras 
for Milwaukee and the Braves. 
Mickey Mantle; who has turned 
author for The Constitution and 
other papers during the Series, 
raises the question that the excite- 

: ment may leave the Braves jittery. 

I think the fact that this is Mil- 
Outlar waukee’s first crack at the baseball 
championship of the world will prove an advantage. The Braves, 
though well paid by Mr. Lou Perini, are lean and hungry. While 
waltzing past what passed for opposition in the American League, 
the Yankees often seemed complacent. 

By force of habit more than anything else, the bookmakers 
have installed the Yanks as 8-5 favorites to scalp the Tribe and 
write a sour ending to the longest suds party on record.

Down through the years the Yankees have sent baseball's 
greatest teams against the National League representatives. But

There’s a possibility that Mantle, tormented by shin splints, 
and Moose Skowron, nursing a back ailment, may not see much 
service.

That, inci- 
dentally, is the margin by which I think the Braves will beat the 
Yankees this year.

Meanwhile, daffy Milwaukee completely flipped its lid Monday 
when some 150,000 fanatics lined the streets to give the departing 
Braves a royal sendoff. Twenty bands led a parade through the 
city and 33 convertibles provided transportation for players and 
official members of the Milwaukee family. 


If the Braves take the first two in New York, Milwaukee had 
better ask Ike for troops to guard the gates at County Stadium 
next Sunday. That’s when the Series shifts to Sudsville. Tickets are 
tougher to obtain than a date with Jayne Mansfield. A Milwaukee 
friend said Monday that scalpers were asking and getting $100 per

Though New York is accustomed to such things, reports from 
the big city indicate the natives and invaders were letting down 
their hair.

Six-Month Quail Season 
Scheduled at State Spots 


More than a score of hunting preserves in south- 


eastern states, six of them in Georgia, opened to shoot- | 


ers Tuesday morning. 

. The weatherman promised some 
rain, cloudy and cool weather for 
the opening day. 

At least six preserves in Geor- 
gia will be opening a six-month 
season on quail. Some of these 
preserves will also release pheas- 
ants and chukar partridges and 
one will offer mallard ducks. 


Although the shooting pre- 
serves are fairly new in the 
South, they have been operat- 
ing since 1910 in New York. 
Thirty-eight states now allow 
shooting preserves to open for 
five and six-month seasons on 
one or more species of game 
birds. 

Georgia preserve operators have 
worked overtime in planting miles 
of cover strips, developing fully 
plumaged birds in conditioning 
pens and starting quail releases 
in advance of today’s opening 
date. 

Mike Moneymaker of Atlanta, 
who operates a quail preserve 
near Dacula, started releasing 
birds in July. He has added 
new coveys each week, releasing 
them near food, cover and water.

When used skillfully, the call 
often lures more than one deer in- 
to the open.

There are many advantages of 
using the deer call, a possible saf- 
ety measure, less strenuous hunt- 
ing (for older people an advan- 
tage). and a challenging test of 
hunting lore and skill of calling.

A Negro defended himself in 
Fulton Superior Court Monday 
without a lawyer and got a one- 
year prison term on a charge 
that could have resulted in his 
imprisonment for up to 10 years. 


When Willie H. Robertson’s 
case was called for trial Monday 
before Judge Virlyn B. Moore, 
the Negro said he had no at- 
torney. 

“Well, are you going to repre- 
sent yourself?” the judge asked. 

“Well, I guess I'll have to,” 
the Negro replied. 

Judge Moore told a panel of 
jurors which the Negro accepted 
that the custom of the court is to 
appoint attorneys to parties who 
are being held in jail without 
bond. “The court does not appoint 
attorneys when the defendants 
are out on bond and working,” 
the judge said. 

Robertson, out on bond for al- 
most a year, was tried on a 
charge of assault with intent to 
murder Robert West, Negro, of 
620 W. Hawthorn St., College 
Park, by stabbing him twice 
Oct. 21, 1956. 

The jury found him guilty of 
a lesser stabbing charge and 
Judge Moore imposed a 12-month 
misdemeanor sentence.

Fred Bentley said Monday 
night that any proposal to close 
public schools rather than deseg- 
regate them would place Geor- 
gians “in the position of doing 
away with the very thing we don’t 
want to integrate.” 


“If we have no schools, then 
the federal government hasn’t lost 
anything. We are the ones who 
will have lost,” the Cobb County 
legislator said during an‘ inter- 
view over Marietta radio station 
WBIE. 


Bentley, a frequent critic of the 
Griffin administration, added, 
“Both the states, and certainly in 
our own state, and the federal 
government have severely botched 
the integration-segregation ques- 
tion.” 

Regarding the Little Rock sit- 
uation, Bentley declared: “I de- 
plore the President's ill-conceived 
act of enforcing integration at 
bayonet point, and I certainly 
agree with Gov. Faubus’ stand.”’ 

He added that the fight to pre- 
serve school segregation is hurt 


by “agitation for violence and 
bloodshed.”’
